When it’s smoggy in Orange 
C o u n t y it isn’t necessarily 
smoggy in Los Angeles' County 
even though the same pall cov­ 
ers both areas, according to the 
pollution measurements of the 
two counties. 


A first-stage health alert epi­ 
sode is likely to be called sooner 
here under identical atmospher- 
c conditions than in Los Ange­ 
les County, said Ed Camarena, 
engineer for the Orange County 
Air Pollution Control District. 


Calibration differences in the 
Los Mgeles County smog re­ 
cording devices are the reason, 
Camarena explained. 


When Los Angeles County re­ 
ports a first stage episode of .20 
parts-per-million ozone in the 
atmosphere, the Orange County 
devices 
are showing 
a 
.28 
parts-per-million 
reading, 
he 
said. 


A .20 reading is the first stage 
alert level for all counties in the 
South Coast Air Basin. The bas­ 
in includes Orange Los Ange­ 
les, Riverside, San Bernardino, 
ImpOTial and Ventura counties. 


The Los Angeles County mea­ 
suring standards were the first 
set in the basin^in 1955—and 
are lower than the other five 
counties’ standards. 


The other counties have ident­ 
ical measuring standards which 
correspond to the state stand­ 
ards. 


“ You can’t say that Los Ange­ 
les’ calibrations are right or 
wrong,” said Camarena. “ They 
were made first on thé basis of 
different criteria.” 


“ Our o x i d a n t air quality 
standards and emergency epi- 


sode levels are based predomi­ 
nantly on data acquired by the 
methods of the district,” said 
Robert Lunche, air pollution 
control officer for Los Angeles 
County. 


“Neighboring counties use 
different method of calibration 
which produces high values in­ 
consistent with our standards 
and emergency episode levels,” 
he added. 


The differences between Los 
Angeles County’s standards and 
those of the balance , of the 
counties In the basin became 
significant earlier this year 
when the state Air Resources 
Board called' for the develop­ 
ment of a uniform basin-wide 
health alert plan, said Camar­ 
ena. 


The plan would be implement­ 
ed simultaneously by all the 
counties in the basin when a 
lealth alert in one county was 
determined to have regional im­ 
plications, he explained.
